oriminal classes is a matter of grave im- 
portance, “And it ts equally undeniable 
that a little ttlore teflection on the part of 
those who framed thepenalties for a bredch 
of it would have essentially contributed 
to keep'our oriminal atmosphere several 
shades puret, Imprisonment to the Chi- 
nese fagabond is, to begin with, a’ much 
less deterring punishmiont than it is to hia 
European repronentative j the more so if, 
afte being conditionally pardoned or 
deported at first hand, his only punish- 
ment is one he has already made up his 
mind’ to “bear, atid: the risk’ of this is

orime) extremely remote, From evid- 
ence which: has come to our knowledge, 
we conoliade that only one fourth of 
those who return are arrested. . The 
existing form of punishment is not euffi- 
ciently deterrent on “its mere chanve.

spoken condemnation ¢f the-éxterritoria- 
lity clauses in the treaties and the un- 
doubted weight which attaches to foreign 
advice. In condemning the action of the 
native Government we are in no sense 
pleading on our own béhalf, ~ But, de- 
spite this, the principle involved is of far 
more importance than any slight gain to 
ourselves by the course pursued, If, as 
we believe, a free press—free, that is, to- 
comment on home and foreign politics'as 
it sees fit—is as yet a dangerous expori- 


‘ment, let’ its freedom be dintinotly 


bounded, There is plenty of news to 
interest readers which .might aafely be 
left to editorial discretion; and for 
some years to como political articles 
might reasonably be subjected toa liberal 
but decisive censorship. The present 
arrangement is‘ source of never-ending 
prosecutions and tends to make martyts 
of men who-do not fail to see that they 
are atiffering from the results of official 
rashness, We commend this view of:

THe native assertion that Ohina will not 
interfere with. Japan on the subject of 
Corea is, we suspect, well founded. As 
we recently poiited ont she had but one 
anxiety on the subject-—iz,, that the 
‘humiliation of Corea would be. made an 
excite for territorial conquest by Japan, 
It would appear that satisfactory assur- 
ances on this head have been given by 
Mr..Mori, the Japancee Ambassador to. 
Peking, ond that the Peking Govern- 
ment has expressed its perfect willing- 
ness to see its trugulent vassal properly 
taught to respect the obligations of inter- 
national law. If this be so Japan will. 
be doing the world at large 9 service, in 
bringing Corea to terms ; and we suspect 
that as soon as knowledge of the Chitiese 
view reaches Corea the Japanese victory 
will be half won, The Coreans_have 
already announced their willingness to 
treat, and the only matter.of interest to 
outsiders is the excuse they have put 
forward’ that the Japaneie ships were 
fired upon because their nationality wae 
unknown, On this point, however, we 
can safely trust the Japanese envoy to 
give.them some useful hints. A clear 
representation of the danger they may 
‘thus incur, with a little information as to 
the real power-of Western nations should 
they choose to exercise it, will not in all 
probability be thrown away, The Co- 
reans-—and-we speak-upon-the-authority- 
of those who have sasoclated and con- 
versed with their representatives ‘at. 
Peking—aréy by no means fools, and 
if once convinced. that they have 
made a serious blunder, are not likely to 
repeat it, No doubt the.policy of West 
erh nations will bo freely discussed at 
the interviews yet to take place ketween 
the Japanese Ambassador and the Corean, 
King and Ohiefs, And if this be-done 
we have little fear of the result, The 
latter will then probably hear for the 
first time that the foreign tiiniaters at 
Peking ‘are not like the Corean snVoys

-At‘a--place-called_Yiihang, in-tha province 
of Chekeang, resided’ a literary graduste 
named Koh Pin‘lien with his wife, ands 
second literary graduate named Yang Nai- 
wo. In the latter part-of 1872, Mr and 
Mrs Koh ‘Pin-lion took rooms in Yabg 
Nai-wu's house, and the latter availed him- 
self of -the opportunity to establish an 
intrighe with the lady, whose regard for 
her huaband he appears to haye undermined 
by twitting her with the indignity of his 
walk in life—ho, a literary graduate, holdin, 
the actual position of assistant in a bean 
curd shop, In 1678, Yang went up to 
the examinations at Hangchow, and im- 
modiately efter his return Koh Pin-lien 
died, with eymptoms of poisoning, after 
taking a decoction adininistered to him by 
his wife, The charge is that Yang Nal-wa 
bought arsenic and gave it to Mrs Koh, for 
the purpose of poisoning her husband, 
promising to marry her whon. the way was 
thas cleared; and on this ¢harge he was 
tried and condemned to death, But Yang 
séems to be possessed of some influence 
among the literati of Chekeang ; for pie 
after nppeal has been sentto Peking against 
the sentence, which has been threo times 
ordered back for re-hoaring—by the Go- 
vernor, a8 is customary, in tho fret ins 
stance, and twice subsequently by Hu Jil 
lan, the Literary Chancellor of Ohekeang:

Assuming the popular version 
of the case to bd true—and we have of course 
no means of knowledge, beyond popular re- 
port onthe ono side and tho official reports’ 
inthe Peking Gaxette onthe other—it seems 
to be assumed that the result of the re- 
hearing which has now been ordered, will 
be most’ serious for all the officials concern- 
ed,-even up to the Governor of the Pro- 
vince, The facta of the case are believed 


to bé well known at Peking, and the Chi- }- 


nego assume that the Board of Punishments 
would not have accepted the . suggestion 
that it should be retried in the Capital, un- 
less it were prepared to do frank justice, 
In this case, they infer that the dagrada- 
tion of all who have connived at the injua- 
tice whioh is alleged to have been done by 


the first sentence, must inevitably follow; 


and they hope that the incident. will have 
a deterrent effect in other similar cases 
where bribery, influence, or personal quar- 
rel muy incline a Magistrate to swerve from 
justice. Of the real merits of the present 
case, we Cah, as we have said before, know 
nothing except from ‘populer report; but 
the very strength of the popular feeling 
and the energy of the remonstrances, give 
ground for assuming that the common be- 
belief is well-founded. In any case tho 
very agitation may do.good, Judicial cor- 
ruption has become so prevalent and-s0 
gross thoughout the country, that we fully 
sympathise in the interest which the pre- 
sent case is exciting.

NO CHINESE NATURALIZATION. 
(Alta California. ) 


Several articles have been published of. 
late conveying the idea that Chinamen can 
be admitted to citizenship under the laws 
of the United States, and that they have 
commenced to apply for naturalization 
papers, A slight examination of the books 
shows that-there-is-no reason for thia sensa- 
tion. ‘The Federal Code conveys the ides 
very plainly that no Chinaman can become 
a citizen, Naturalization‘is the subject of 
“Title XXX” of the Revised Statutes of | 
the United States, and Section 2169, part 
of that Title, as amended on.the 18th of 
February, 1875, says: ; : 

‘¢The provisions of this Title shall apply 
to aliens, being free white persona, and to 
aliens of African hativity.and to persons of 
African deacent.”—U, S. Revised Statutes, 
page 382 ; U. S, Statites'1873-75, page 318. 

‘This moans that no alien shall be natural 
ized unless he is white or African, Asa 
Chinaman is neither, the ‘‘ title” does not 
apply to him, and he must remaia an alien. 
bid ge and black are admitted ; yellow and 
red dra excluded... The Revised Statutes, as 
compiléd and changed by. a Oommitteo, 
adopted on the 22d of June, 1874, without 
the possibility of any thorough examination 
by Congress, placed Europeans and Ohins- 


1 | mon on the same footing in reference to 


naturalization ; but so soon as this defect 
.was discovered, Congress introduced an 
amendment to prevent the Chinamen from 
being used to fortify the Demooratis party. 
which would surely have gobbled them up. 

The question may be asked why Obina- 
men are not as Hit for naturalisstion as ne- 


groes. ‘The main reasons are that they do |: 


not learn'the English language, or adopt 
oitr customs, -that.they have immigrated 
voluntarily in gréater numbers, that the 
might come by millions, and that they col- 
lect in afew places where they might ottt- 
number the white voters.
